COLLEGE TROLLY COMMITTEE 


SOME POINTED ADDRESSES 


Time Has Arrived When Bryan Must Take 
Action in the Matter or Suffer 
the Consequences.

A meeting was held in the law 
office of Doremus <fc Butter yester­ 
day afternoon, account of which 
will probably make an interesting 
page in the future history of the 
town of Bryan. 
Pursuant to call of Chairman J. 
E. Butler, the committee appoint­ 
ed by the business League to pro­ 
mote the building of a trolley line 
to College, met with every mem­ 
ber present save those 
out 
of 
town. 
Present were chairman J. 
E. Butller, W. E. Saunders, Tyler 
Haswell, G. M. Brandon, R. S. 
Webb, J. Webb Howell, E. J. 
Fountain, E. 
H . 
Edge, A. M. 
Waldrop, J. W\ Doremus, A. W. 
Wilkerson, F. M. Law. President 
Harrington, Dr. N. H. Brown and 
Prof. J. U. Nagle of the A. and M. 
College were also present. 
Chairman 
Butler 
called 
the 
meeting to order and after its ob­ 
ject was stated Dr. Brown was 
called upon to addrees the meeting. 
Dr. Brown ie the head 
of the 
electrical engineering department 
of the A. and M. College. 
He 
was formerly superintendent of the 
consoliated street railway system 
of Chattanooga. 
He stated he had 
gone to some trouble in securing 
data for a proposed electric line 
from Bryan to College. 
H e esti­ 
mates the total cost of such a road 
at $65,000. 
This would iuclude 
not only the track, but rolling 
stock and a j>ower house. 
Dr. 
Brown stated that if one half of 


I this amount should be subscribed 
I 
; for by the people of Bayan that 
the road can be bonded for the 
balance. 
This, he said, was the 
usual 
custom in financing rail­ 
roads. 
In answer to 
questions 
Dr. 
Brown stated that the road would 
certainly pay expenses the second 
year if not the first. 
Prof. Nagle, professor of civil 
engineering at college was intro­ 
duced and made many practical 
suggestions as 
to 
construction. 
Mr. 
Nagle stated that nearly an 
air line could be followed and but 
little grading would be necessary. 
He also suggested that an artificial 
lake could be made at a half way 
point and an ideal pleasure resort 
established at a nominal cost. 
President H. H. Harrington was 
called for and made a talk that 
caused the committee to “sit up 
and take notice.” He said in part: 
“ The 
College must grow and I 
shall do all that in me lies to make 
growth possible. 
We are turning 
away students every year for lack 
of room. 
Already I have received 
many applications from new stu­ 
dents for the reservation of rooms 
for next session. 
We ought to 
have a thousand students and if 
room is provided we can get them 
in a few years. 
Now. there are 
two ways to provide room. 
One 
is the cottage system. This means 
to build many cottages and small 
dormitories on the campus and 
board students in them. 
Then 
outside capital can be enlisted - to 
put up dormitories and the college 


can give them a lease for a long 
term of years. 
“This system would also mean 
that stores would be opened up on 
the campus and a town would re­ 
sult at College 
Station. 
This 
would make us practically inde­ 
pendent of Bryan. 
Now, I am 
friendly to Bryan. 
I want first to 
see the College grow, and I want 
to see Bryan’s growth 
commen­ 
surate with it. 
“ The other plan is the trolley 
line to Bryan. 
This would mean 
that this large increase of students 
would be allowed to board in 
Bryan.” 
Prof. 
Harrington 
stated that 
he thought that the small expense 
of daily car fare would not prevent 
students from boarding in town. 
He also declared his deep interest 
in the move and eaid he preferred 
to have the boys in town under 
proper conditions to having them 
under the cottage system . 
Judge 
Doremus stated he be­ 
lieved that when our business men 
saw the 
real 
conditions 
that 
enough stock would be subscribed 
to finance the road. 
In turn each 
member of the committee expressed 
him self to the effect that Bryan 
could not afford to miss this her 
greatest opportunity. 
Mr. Bran­ 
don eaid be thought Bryan had 
been up to this time very back­ 
ward in establishing closer rela­ 
tions with the college. 
Mr. Edge said he was ready to 
pull hard and long for the trolley 
line to the extent of his means. 
Mr. Saunders said h e -believed 
that a long, persistent, 
earnest 
effort would land the road for 
Bryan, and that he had no doubt 
in his mind about its being a good 
thing. 
Mr. Wilkerson said he would go 
on record as saying that it was the 
one thing for Bryan to do at this 
time. 
And so each member of the 
committee might be quoted. They 
all went on record as favoring the 
move, and Chairman Butler finally 
put 
the question: 
“Gentlemen, 
the Business League has put this 
responsibility on you. 
Are you 
willing to assume it and stay with 
this enterprise to a finish?” 
The 
response was a chorus of ayes and 
not a nay. 
On motion a sub-com­ 
mittee was named by the chair­ 
man to outline a general, system ­ 
atic, campaign. 
Messrs. W. E. 
Saunders, 
Haswoll, 
Webb, and 
Law were appointed. 
On motion Messrs. A. J. Buch­ 
anan, J. W. Doremus, J. T. Ma­ 
loney and 
Malcolm Cames were] 
added to the committee. 
Chairman Butler asked that he 
be relieved as chairman as he ex­ 
pected to be out of town much of 
the time during the sum m er at his 
farm. 
H e said he was perfectly 
willing to keep his membership on 
the committee. 
Judge J. W. Dom ­ 
inus was unanimously chosen 
as 
chairman. 
The meeting was nota­ 
ble for its earnestness, its enthusi­ 
asm and its optimism. 
These men mean business and it 
would inspire the most skeptical to 
have witnessed th eq uigtb ut deter­ 
mined 
deliberations of the com­ 
mittee. 
The sub-committee will meet to­ 
day and the main committee a d ­ 
journed subject to call of Chair­ 
man Doremus.

Th* New Incum bent He* Orewsome 
Rehearsals of H ie Unen­ 
viable Profession. 


ALFONSO AS A SCO RCHER 


Several executions took place recent­ 
ly at Bentonville prison on the scaf­ 
fold which has been the scene of the 
Anal exit of numerous notorious crim­ 
inals. relates London Mail. 
Tho executioner was Alec Taylor, 
the newly appointed common hangman, 
and the subjects "banged” In set form 
were lay figures of cloth and sand. 
It Is, of course, essential that the 
official that has to carry out the last 
dread sentence of the law should first 
thoroughly learn the technique of his 
grewsnme profession 
to Insure that 
when the time comes all the opera­ 
tions will happen decently and in or­ 
der. 
Therefore each new 
hangman 
immediately 
after 
his 
appointment 
goes through a realistic 
course 
of 
training. 
In pursuance of this policy, 
Taylor, 
tinder the guidance of ex­ 
perienced prison officials who have as­ 
sisted at many executions, is now serv­ 
ing his apprenticeship. 
Several sandbags shaped to repre­ 
sent men of different weights 
were 
supplied for Taylor's practice. 
He was 
Instructed that men of varying builds 
should be given 
certain 
prescribed 
drops" to effect Instantaneous death. 
Then a sandbag made to the rough 
semblance and weight of a man was
